How it Occurred. 


Montreal, April 
15.—At 
8:30 


this morning the Titanic was still 
afloat and her engines were work- 
ing. At that hour she was crawl- 
Ing slowly in the general direction 
of Halifax and toward the Vlrgla- 
iaa, which is enroute to her. 


The Tl^iaic reported that 
the 


women and children had been put 
In the life boats and that they were 
ready i;o be lowered at a moment's 
notice. This will not he done, how- 
ever, until it is certain that the dis- 
abled giant liner is actually slak- 
ing. 


The ' weather this raoming 
-was 


clear and calm. The pumps of the 
Titanic were being worked to their 
utmost, it was stated, and while 
the forward holds were 
full 
of 


water, the 
water-tight 
compart- 


ments were holding and 1£ they caa 
staad the strain there is hope that 
the leviathan will ywt make port. 


There is no doubt of the grave 


danger. 
The great steel prow ot 


the Titanic crumbled 
before 
the 


impact with ths enormous iceherg, 
At the smash, however, the -water- 
tight compartment doors closed au- 
tomatically. Immediately the wira- 
less appeals for aid were sent out" 
and the response was immediate.
